MOOSE RIVER, Nova Scotia, April 22.—Working up 

to a dramatic climax, the last stages of the epic rescue of 
Dr. D. E. Robertson and Alfred Scadding, Toronto men, 
who have been imprisoned in the depths of the Moose River 
Gojd Mine since Easter Sunday, are nearing accomplish- 
ment. Rescue workers are now in the abandoned work- 
ings with the trapped men, giving first aid, administering 
restoratives, and getting them in shape for the final effort 
which will bring them to the surface. 

At 10:30 this morning M.S.T. (Edmonton time) word 
was flashed to the surface that actual contact had been 
| made with the entombed men. Dr. F. R. Davis, minister of 
health for Nova Scotia, immediately donned miner's water- 
proof clothes and a hard-rock miner's helmet and descended 
the mine, taking with him restoratives and a hypodermic 
outfit. 

He was followed by a new mine rescue gang, and since 
then word coming from the mine is fragmentary but optim- 
listic. It is known that Joe Simpson, George Morrell and H. 
| Hirschfield, three of the rescue gang, are with the men. Dr, 
Davis is also near waiting to administer hypodermic injec- 
tions, and when the tunnel is cleared out sufficiently to 
enable stretchers to be manipulated in the cramped depths: 
| the men will be brought out. 

A call for hack saws sent to the surface after the rescue 
gang went down indicates that metal pipes in the old work- 
| ings have to be sawn through to provide a passage way for 
| the stretchers, and just how long it will be before the men 

are brought out is problematical. However the rescue is ex-

Mr. Anthony Eden is evidently a man of 
patience, perhaps of too much patience. For 
two months he has refrained from telling the 
League members what his predecessor should 
have told them six months ago. Eventually, 
Mr. Eden had to tell them, as he did on Monday: 

First, that if League members are not pre- 
pared to take action now against aggression 
they need not look to Great Britain later on if 
some of them are marked down for destruction 
by powerful aggressors 

Second, that unless the League 
fulfil their duty toward each other in the matter 
of collective security, Britain may lose faith in 
the value of the League and turn to other 
methods of safeguarding her own interests. 

The members of the League should have been 
told that when Mussolini started his planus for 
the destruction of Abyssinia, That might have 
stirred them to action, led to a peaceful settle- 
ment of the dispute, and prevented the war in 
Africa. All the Council did about it on Monday 
was adjourn and go home, after passing a 
resolution of: 

“Regret that under these circumstances a 
cessation of hostilites has not been realized and 
the war continues under conditions which have 
been declared by the 52 members of the League 
to be a violation of the covenant.”

The question is not whether anybody wants 
to refund. Nobody—unless a_ bond-holder— 
wanted to cut wages and services that interest 
might be paid in the number of dollars agreed 
upon, That cutting was done as a matter of 
sheer necessity if the contract rates were to be 
paid. 

It must be obvious to everyone now that 
chiselling wages and services did not accom- 
plish the end, for the contract interest rates 
cannot be paid, and a good share of the money 
with which to pay them has to be borrowed 
Which in turn lessens the prospect that the 
principal of the debts can be met when due. 

Refunding in these circumstances would give 
the bond-holder better security, in return for 
the interest he sacrificed; whereas at present he 
is getting full interest at the cost of weakening 
his security—may in fact be eating up his 
capital without knowing it.

Premier Aberhart is getting advice just now 
from the Sound Money papers to the effect that 
“it is high time the province was made to live 
within its income.” Meaning of course that its 
Government should not spend in a year more 
money than it collects as taxes. 

This is good enough advice, too, if applied 
with understanding. But it doesn’t fit the pre- 
snet case, and if the Premier really tried to 
make it fit he would come in for a lot of diflerent 
advice—from the same and other quarters. 

These enthusiasts for belt-tightening should 
think for a moment on what would be the state 
of affairs in Alberta if the Government of the 
province had lived within its income last year. 
For one thing, nine and a half million dollars 
less would have been imported into the province 
and put in circulation here. Half the civil 
servants would have lost their jobs.. The nurs- 
ing service and other social services would have 
been suspended. The mental hospitals and jails 
have been closed per force. Relief 

allowances would have had to be cut down, 
while the lines of applicants grew longer. 

That is what living within its income would 

involve as applied to the Government of 
Alberta at present. Nobody wants these things 
to happen, or imagines life in Alberta would be 
happier or more satisfactory if they did happen, 

The time will come when Alberta can live 
within its income, far enough within to make up 
for the debt it is forced to accumulate at present 
to keep the services going and people from 
hunger. But by no process of scrimping can 
the outgo at present be forced down to the level 
of income; as by no kind of taxation could the 
income be raised to the level of present neces- 
sary expenditures. 

Tt will be time to talk about the Government 
living within its income when its taxpayers are 
‘able to do the same. While thousands of them 
have no incomes, and other thousands have not 
enough to meet their private obligations, an 
unbalanced provincial budget is inevitable.

Mussolini's occupation of Addis Ababa—if it 
is accomplished by the time this appears in 
print—will not end the trouble in Ethiopia. 
Apart from the likelihood of an era of guerilla 
warfare being commenced, it seems clear that 
Britain has no intention of allowing Mussolini 
to establish himself in Ethiopia, where he can 
in due time squeeze Egypt between the pincers 
of Libya and Ethiopia and cut Britain’s line of 
trade and communication with India, by hold- 
ing the Red Sea. 


All Mussolini’s @quandering of men and 
money, his bombings of Red Cross hospitals 
and his violations of the rules of civilized war- 
fare (what a phrese!) will go for nothing unless 
he can establish military control of Ethiopia. 


Britain has been relying hitherto on the 
application of sanctions and the coming of the 
“big rainy season.” The sanctions have been 
deprived of their greatest effect by American 
supply of oil, both directly and through Italian 
subsidiaries, United States refusal to enter the 
League has handicapped the effectiveness of 
the League from its inception. Britain has 
made every effort to strengthen the League for 
effective purposes while Italy has been raiding 
Ethiopia—the latter a member of the League of 
Nations. If Britain takes action apart from the 
League of Nations, it will mean the end of the 
League. It will also mean the beginning of 
Heaven knows what complications in a new 
world war for supremacy. 

Italy is in a precarious position, despite the 
bombast of Mussolini. Her armies in Ethiopia 
are dependent on lines of communication that 
could be cut overnight. Her finances are de- 
pleted and she is dependent on imports for food 
for her domestic population and for materials 
for munitions.

There used to be a proverb to the effect that 
“Seeing is believing’. It went into the dis- 
card soon after the film business began to spe- 
cialize in trick photography. Any schoolboy 
now knows that the evidence of his eyes isn’t 
to be trusted. Soon we shall not be able to 
believe the evidence of our ears. 

Following the march of Hitler’s men to oc- 
cupy the demilitarized Rhineland, Mr. Hitler 
delivered a speech at Munich on the evening 
of Saturday, March 14. The speech was broad- 
cast for all the world to hear. It was applaud- 
ed for its pacific qualities. 

It appears that Hitler in one sentence de- 
clared his aim to be the imposition of Nazism 
upon the entire world, saying: 

“I do not believe there can be peace among 
the nations until they have the same law and 
system of law. That is why I hope that 
National-Socialism will one day extend over 
the world. This is not a fantastic dream but 
an achieveable object.” 

How did it happen that this most signific- 
ant portion of the speech, serving notice on the 
world that peace is not to be expected until 
Nazism is successful everywhere, escaped the 
listeners outside Germany. How come that the 
telephoned reports to foreign papers omitted 
the sentences. There are more ways of kill- 
ing a goose than by stuffing it with butter. 

Albertans will recall a speech that came over 
the radio from a Calgary station during the 
last provincial election campaign, in the voice 
and accents and terms of the Liberal leader, 
though Mr. W. R. Howson was at the moment 
speechless from an attack of laryngitis. Fear- 
ing the onset of the attack he had earlier in 
the day, spoken his speech into the recording 
apparatus of the station. Produced and am- 
plified in the evening, the reproduction deceiv- 
ed his closest friends, 

Hitler, it appears, had a version of his 
speech, edited for foreign consumption, record- 
ed on a Blattnerphone. It was the Blattner- 
phone record, with the offending paragraph and 
other offending sentences omitted that went out 
on the air. Newspapermen who heard the 
speech and telephoned in reports to their for- 
eign newspapers were dealt with by “telephone 
censors”. Whenever an offending paragraph 
of the speech was reached the telephone went 
dead, 

The Propaganda Ministry, under Dr. Goeb- 
bels furnished the foreign correspondents with 
copies of the “edited” speech. Anything that 
was in the edited version found a clear wire; 
anything not in the edited speech was lost on a 
dead wire. It was Hitler's voice the radio lis- 
teners heard, just as it was Leader Howson’s 
voice the electors heard last August, but they 
didn’t hear the most significant sentences in 
Mr. Hitler's speech. 


There are some things this correspondent 
can’t understand in the involved European situ- 
ation. The Burntisland (Fife) plant of the Brit- 
ish Aluminum Corporation is said to be ship- 
ping large supplies of powdered aluminum to 
Germany. Aluminum is used in aireraft and 
munitions. The powdered variety is uged in the 
making of incendiary bombs—an active element 
in “thermite”. 

“Flight”, the aviation magazine, in its March 
19 issue, states that for “a substantial cash pay- 
ment the German aircraft industry has acquired 
the right to use the Handley-Page slotted-wing 
patents.” 

Is all this merely in the name of the sacred 
right to make profits, or does it denote a new 
European line-up?

The old Aztec name for this fruit is Ahuacatl, 
and when the Spaniards discovered the fruit 
they substituted the name avocado, For a time, 
the term “alligator pear’ was commonly used, 
but at the present, the name “Calayo” is being 
widely adopted. ‘“Calavo” is the name chosen 
by the California Avocado 
Association and is a blending 
of the first letters from Cali- 
fornia and avocado. 

The avocado is quite exten- 
sively grown in both Florida 
and California. It is a tropical 
fruit, native to Mexico, Cen- 
tral America and the north- 
ern part of South America. 
It does not grow in the tem- 
perate zones, as a warm tem- 
perature is necessary for its

growth. 

The shape of the fruit varies: Some are 
round, some are pear-shaped, and some are 
oval. The fruit is usually of a greenish, yellow- 
ish color and weighs between a few ounces and 
four pounds. The California varieties are a dark 
green or purplish color, while the Florida avoc- 
ado is a light yellow or greenish color. 

The avocado is ordinarily classed as a fruit, 
although it differs from most fruits in the large 
amount of oil contained in it. It is exceedingly 
rich in vegetable oil, and also contains the larg- 
est amount of protein found in any fruit. The 
fruit itself is of a soft, buttery consistency. The 
flavor is somewhat difficult to describe as it is 
so different from our usual conception of a 
“fruit” flavor. However, once the individual 
becomes accustomed to the flavor, the avocado 
is thereafter eagerly sought. 

The fruit is a good source of food minerals 
and the following valuable minerals are pres- 
ent in it: Calcium, magnesium, sodium, and 
potassium. The avocado is easily digested and a 
comparatively large amount may be used every 
day without any danger of taking more than 
the body can use, as the vegetable oil acts as a 
fine intestional lubricant, if not needed for food. 


Care should be exercised in selecting this 
fruit at the market in order to make sure of get- 
ting it when ripe enough. If the fruit is hard 
it is not ready to eat. When perfect for eating 
purposes the flesh is of the same consistency as 
soft butter. When ready to eat the calavo will 
yield to a gentle pressure of the fingertips. In- 
asmuch as the fruit bruises easily, it must be 
handled with care. 

The avocado may be used at any meal of the 
day, and combines well with any of the other 
kinds of food. It can be added to a salad by 
cutting into thin slices and mixing it with other 
salad vegetables. One of the most delicious ways 
to use it, is to cut it lengthwise and serve a half 
portion to each person. No dressing should be 
necessary, although a little salt may be added 
if desired. The fruit should be ripe enough to 
be eaten with a spoon. 

When the calavo is of the proper consistency, 
it may also be used as a filler for sandwiches. 
Use whole wheat bread and spread the thin 
slices of bread with the soft avocado. Butter 
may be added, if you wish. 

I thoroughly recommend the avocado and I 
am sure that those of you who add it to your 
daily diet will find that you enjoy the delicious 
flavor of this tropical food, which contains the 
largest amount of nourishment found in any 
kind of fruit. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: “Baffled” writes: “One doctor 
tells me I have stomach ulcers and another that 
I have gall bladder trouble. I am suffering froin 
indigestion.” 

ANSWER: It is often difficult to make a 
correct diagnosis between a gall bladder trouble 
and stomach ulcers, unless special tests are 
made which will definitely determine which 
disorder is actually present. I would advise that 
you have your doctor examine the stomach both 
under the fluoroscopic x-ray and also have him 
make x-ray pictures. If ulcers are present, they 
will show up in the x-ray pictures. You could 
also secure a special test given to the gall blad- 
der which is of value in finding out whether this 
organ is causing your symptoms. At the end 
of a thorough examination such as I suggest, 
you will know the real nature of your trouble 
and can begin suitable treatment. The treat- 
ment for stomach ulcers is quite different from 
that given for a gall bladder disorder.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, Wednesday, in 
1763, the first mc.tion was made 
by an English writer of maple 
sugaring. The writer was Alex- 
ander Henry, the great exp orer 
and trader. He had been at The 
Soo when the fort was burned in 
the winter of 1762 and only a 
remnant of the garrison re- 
mained, As soon as spring neared 
a number of the party went : bout 
three miles into the woods to 
seek for sugar. In one day they 
erected a log building 24 feet 


long by 14 feet wide “fit for the | 


comfortable reception of eight 
persons and their baggage.” 


Vessels to contain the syrup were 
made out of white birch bark and 
as they filled the liquid was 
taken out in buckets and con- 
véyed to vats fashioned from 
moose skins, each vat containing 
about 100 gallons. The women of 
the party collected the sap, 
boiled it and completed the sugar

fires going, and provided food 
from lake or woods.

25, Henry recorded: “Our labor

carrying with us, as we found by 
the scales, 16 cwt. of sugar, We 
had besides 36 gallons of syrup 
and certainly during our stay in 
the woods we consumed 3 cw! 
This sugar was our principal food 
through the who'e month of

But Henry was by no means the 
first to write about sugaring in 
Canada. In the Jesuit Relations 
(the very basis of our Canadian 
history) there is reference to “a 
certain liquor that runs from the 
trees towards the end of the 
winter and which is known a 
‘maple water.” Father Pau] Le- 
Jeune, writing in 1634, said 
“When they (the Indians) are 
pressed by famine they eat the 
shavings or bark of a certain 
tree, which they call ‘Micktan 
which they split in the spring to 
get from it a juice as sweet as 
honey or as sugar.” 

Later English writers such as 
the Strickland sisters have left 
vivid word pictures of sugaring 
in the bush and the good times 
enjoyed when there was a real 
community spirit in Canada and 
peop'e were not ashamed to help 
each other.

REASONS FOR ARREARS 

Summarizing reasons for delin- 
quency in tax payments in 
United States as reported by the 
American Municipal Finance Offi- 
cers’ Association, Tax Collector 
Walker outlines them as follows: 

1, Lax administration 
ing tax laws. Edmonton, he re- 
ports, has consistently carried out 
the provisions of the Tax Recovery 
Act. This has tended to compel 
payment of taxes by those in a po- 
tition to pay, as well as forcing 
mortgage companies to meet yearly 
payments on property in which 
they are interested. 

2. Antiquated records and billing 
tystems. Mr. Walker recommends 
@ new mechanical system of tax re- 


cording and issuing of accounts, the | 


necessary expenditure of $12,000 
being spread over a 


period. 
DIRECT CONTACT 

3. Failure of tax collecting agen- 
cies to make direct contact with 
taxpayers. This is not the case in 
Edmonton, the assessor states. He 
has made a practice of communicat- 
ing personally with taxpayers in ar- 
rears with a view to securing even 
a part-payment of taxes if at all 
possible. In this connection, the tax 
official declares, there are few 
home-owners allowing arrears to 
pile up if they are in a position to 
pay them. 

4. Absence of a graduated penal- 
ty on delinquent taxes, or passage 
of legislation which puts a premium 
on delinquency by cancelling pen- 
alties on accumulated arrears. 
While this situation occurs in the 
United States, Mr. Walker states 
that penalties are imposed in Ed- 
monton. “It should be remembered 
that the purpose of the imposition 


of a penalty is not to increase the} 


amount to be paid by the taxpayer, 


but to make it unprofitable to al-| 


low taxes to remain unpaid, and I 
am of the opinion that our present 
rate of penalty is about as low as 
can safely be adopted,” he reports. 


Snowfall Delays 
Lifting Of Truck 
And Trailer Ban 


Lifting of the complete ban 
truck and trailer traffic on provin- 
cial highways will be considerably 
delayed as a result of the heavy 
snowfall that blanketed a large 
section of the province on Tuesday 
night, according to Homer P. Keith, 
deputy minister of public works. 

“We had hoped to lift the ban 
within two or three days,” said Mr 
Keith “The engineers had ar- 
ranged to make an inspection of the 
highways on Wednesday and on 
that basis we had hoped to raise the 
ban in a day or two. 

“But this snow will delay matters 
considerably. Just how long it it 
hard to say, as it will depend on the 
extent of the snow.” 

Asked if reports of extensive 
damage to highways or bridges had 
been done, Mr. Keith replied that 
no serious or extensive damage had 
been done, although in_ isolated 
cases culverts had been washed out 
as well as small sections of high- 
way in scattered sections of the 
province. Erosion had been pri- 
marily responsible for the wash- 
outs. 

Little work will be required to 
repair these sections.

INCOME TAXES 


Critics Are Confounded by 


Boost in Chamberlain’s 


Budget 


By THOMAS T. CHAMPION

LONDON, April 22.—Critics who 
had confidently predicted that the! 
un- 


income tax would remain 
changed were confounded Tuesday 
when Neville Chamberlain, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, announced 
an increase of three pence in the 
pound as he introduced the 1936-7 
budget in the House of Commons. 
This increase was one of the main 
features of a budget which set aside 
the sum of £20,000,000 for supple- 
mentary estimates for the army, the 
navy and the Royal Air Force. 


BUDGETTED FOR SURPLUS 

Mr. Chamberlain budgetted for a 
surplus of £484,000 at the end of the 
year. The surplus for the year 
ended last March 31 was £2,941,000. 

Higher taxes on tea and on im- 
ported lager beer and retention of 
the duty on key industries were 
outstanding taxation 
They were made necessary by the 
increase in estimated expenditure 
of £797,897,000. Total expenditure 
last year was £749,979,000 


ESTIMATED REVENUE 

The slender Chancellor of the 
Exchequer told an intently-listen- 
ing house that estimated revenues 
for the coming year were £798,381,- 
000. Actual revenues for 1935-6 
were £752,920,000. 

Mr. Chamberlain announced that 
the income tax would be raised 
three pence above the _ present 
statutory rate of four shillings six 
pence in the pound. At the same 
time, however, he said the rebate 
of assessment for married people 
would be increased from £170 to 
£180 and the rebate for children 
from £50 to £60. 


AID MIDDLE CLASS 

Opinion in the lobbies of the 
house last night was that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
cleverly contrived to give back to 
the middle class taxpayer a portion 
of what the government takes away 
from him. The rise in the income 
tax was unpleasant but the accom- 
panying rebates were held to 
sweeten the pill. 

The increase in the tea assuredly 
will be unpopular, observers said, 
especially among women voters. It 
was pointed out that many of the 
women help nowadays to swell the 
revenue from the tobacco duty.
